A correspondent ol Ilia New York Her 
aid says : It may not bu generally known 
in your rentiers thnt llie sletimsliip Great 
Knstcrn u now in our vicinity in n ilisnliloil 
condition, ami u brief description of lior, 
therefore, at lliis lime may no! prove niiiti- 
terestw", as her every movement oinco Iter 

launch lias l> i duly chronicled mi l road 

with eager curiosity on bi lli pidea ol the At- 
lantic. Upon t ho liind invitation of Henry 
Roche, Esq . the owner ii ihe yacht. Mallory 
of llic New Yoil; squadron, a party of gentle- 
men bin! thu pleasure of enjoying a splendid 
pulo on tiii.s lino emit up the East river on 
Thanksgiving Day, and the opportunity of 
closely viovfino the monster steamship. Tho 
day was the finest of Ihe season, as balmy as J 
tho first days ni until mil. und every one op 
board partook ol the pleasure of tho soil, and 
ii hearty snifl of Ihe brnoinc sea breeze. As 
we ontm in eight of Furl Schuyler, ihe Great 
Eastern was discovered nbou! half a mile 
so ithward of tho furl, and jest i pf Whitestone 
I'oint, Long Island. She is p cv !v Inn-lid!, 
nnd as she 1 die t on her side she looked like 
soma tenible sea monster that had been 
wounded, nnd ihu immense hnwseholc on In r 
bow seemed like n Inme eye, fixed in a cVcr 
mi ,eA stare on nil that sunounded Ikt. calmly 
awaiting n death blow, or w Imlever fine inighi 
befall her. As we nenrpd her it was distinctly 
observed that she was badly hogged— that 
her Irame has heen so fearfully si mined that 
the entire lino from her upper deck", from stem 
to stem, presents tho bow-liko ein vnl ore de- 
BCribed by n liog'a hack. Sin; waa drawing 
forward twenty feet of water, and at her stern 
twenty-seven feet, and this with her enrso all 
discharged, which baa been lightered to tho 
citj; 

It appears that on this, her last voyege, 
she was brought over by an English pih>r. 
who had such confidence in his navigation 
abilities that he relused, when off New Lon- 
don, to take on board an American pilot, as- 
sorting that he could bring her into New York, 
and lliat. loo, through Hallgate. Hut the 
sequel has proved, unfortunately for him ajid 
her owners, that his confidence was an ns- 
sii'iiptii n (or when off Montank Point he 
touched her on a reef of rocks, and stove a 
hole in her nnd knocked n portion of her 
screw into fragments. This tremendous holo 
is on her port side nnd near her boltorr. 
■ 'When they got her off it was found she was 
leaking badly. Immedii to steps were taken 
to mend the breach, hut lip to tho prcsci t 
time but liti'e progress has been made. A 
culler dam has been plneod over the hole, and 
they are now trying to pump it entirely dp , 
but the pumps have broken down twice so 
far in the attempt. This coffer dam is a 
peculiar contrivance which it is somewhat oi'- 
iicull to here accurately describe. The co r - 
ler dam is generally used in laying tho foui - 
dations of ]i:ers, bridges and other works 
under wntcr, and is made entirely water 
tight. This one is very conical anil mndc 
somewhat like an eggshell, cot oblong, elosi Iv 
lilting entirely over the length and bread. h 
of the hole to bo repaired. It is first sunk 
as low as tho bole, and then fastened to the 
vessel by means of immense cl oin cable?, 
going round the entire circumference of tie 
ship, the natural suction of an apparatus of 
this shape giving it additional strength. It 
is then "talked around its edges and lined 
with pieees of Brussels carpet. At each 
end there is ri funnel, or manhole, closely 
fitted in the coder dam, extending fif- 
teen feet above the water, through which the 
men descend to tin ir work. Ti e coffer dam 
il successfully applied, prevents the water 
running into the ship through Ihe breach, an 1 
then by using powerful pumps thry can pump 
her dry. This accomplished, the men, with 
their materials and impliments, go down tho 
man-hole and commence their work of re- 
pair, and, as it is a considerable distacc un- 
der water, nnd the atmosphere almost entire- 
ly excluded, they are compelled to use ft 
peculiar patent safety lamp. It is aaid in 
this instance, that some Boston genius has 
invented a new lamp which bonis clearly 
and brightly, without flickering, making it 
below as light as day. It is believed if they 
succeed in repairing this damage perfectly, 
that tho coller (In in will work a:i entire revo- 
lution in regard to repairing ships' bottoms, 
and will obviate the necessity of sectional 
dry docks, especially where ships ol large 
tonnage a''e lo be repaired. They have now 
been a number of weeks at \v< rk on the 
Great Eastern, and, although tin y have li- 
bored under great difiicnlties,for the advanced 
season is against them, and made but hltle 
progress, slill it is hoped they may be suc- 
ue.-'fful. If OOt, she will, of course, bo entire- 
ly useless, and prove almost n total loss, OS 
they can never build a dry dock largo enough 
for her, without an expense greater, probably, 
than she is worth. 

Tho Great Eastern is so disabled that in 
her present condition she is unsenworlhy, and 
could not rccross the Atlantic. .1 strange 
fatality has seemed to overshadow tiiis ship 
since the day they first attempted to launch 
her; and if she is once more repaired and 
made seaworthy, ami can be made useful to 
ocean commerce, it will really be a miiaclo, 
ami they should change her name nnd call 
her the •■ Phenomenon."

Victoria Incorporation Amendment 
• Act. 

It seems that the Attorney Geueral has at 
last "awakened to a sense of hia error. lli= 
Act of Incorporation which was to bo such 
a model charter, turns out to be not wholly 
perfect. No one in his senses would Lave 
expected anything else. And had the At- 
torney General had the magnanimity to ac- 
knowledge that he, like other mortals, was 
fallible, people would doubtless have given 
him whatever credit he was entitled to. 
That, however, is not his way of doing 
business. Notwithstanding two of his pro- 
fessional brethren gave their opinion against 
the sufficiency of the City Charier, Mr 
Cary 3 1 i 1 1 thought it all that was required. 
Now however ho seems to think otherwise. 
Notwithstanding the clause in ihe preamble 
of the dralt Incorporation Amendment Act 
stnt to the Council the other evening, refer- 
ring to the doubts as to the power of Iho 
Corporation to bind the municipal revenue 
by the resolution passed for the X5000 loan, 
it is evident that the main object of the Act 
is to remedy some ol the defects of the Char- 
ter, Here, then, is so much gained. We 
have an acknowledgment at least, though in 
u roundabout manner, that there is room for 
improvement. The amendments proposed, ns 
fur as they extend, go a good way to remove 
one of the main objection? to tho Act of in- 
corporation—its indcGniteness, They relate 
to iho mode of collecting the amount o< 
assessments, licenses, fines and penalties. 
The principle, somewhat modified, is similar 
to that in force in the Canadian municipal 
system. Real estate lax is made a charge 
upon tho land, which in default ol payment, 
or in the absence of sufficient distress, may 
bo sold to satisfy tho amount assessed. The 
land thus sold may be redeemed within a 
year upon tho (Wiirr paying tho Treasurer 
the atnountior the purchase money and twenty 
per cent, in addition. Tbera is room for 
some improvement in the wording of the 
draft, which will doubtless be looked to. 

The question now suggests itself, why has 
.Mr. Cary restricted himself to doing so little 
in the way of amendment when so much is 
needed. Are we to have a half dozen mure 
distinct pieces of patch-work, or shall all the 
amendments required be consolidated into 
one? Is the application mado by the City 
Coancil relative to the amendment of the 
charter to be utterly disregarded ? Why is 
there no attempt made by Mr. Cary, while 
he is about the thing, to amend in the way 
of extending the city boundaries 1 Docs he 
fear to give offence to those who are reap- 
ing the benefit of their proximity to the city 
without contributing to its revenue ? Until 
this boundary question he sel to rights it is 
useless for Mr. Cary to introduce any other 
amendments. Why he will continue to hig- 
glo over this business is more than we can 
conceive. PoC3 he pretend to see after the 
interests of this city when he permits such a 
palpable piece of injustice to remain un- 
remedied? If the will were only present 
the thing could bo done. There are no in- 
surmountable difficulties in tho way. The 
Corporation, therefore, would do well to insist 
upon complete justice being done lo them in 
any Act that may be introduced into the 
House of Assembly, having in view theobject 
of amending in any way the City Charter. 



They have no municipal organization, no 
resilient magistrate or coroner, and no mail 
communication. As far as having anything 
to say in making the laws by which they urc 
governed, they might as well belong to the 
Cowiclmil tribe. No, this is no way to treat 
people when they come to settle amongst us. 
Why do we court immigration if our Govern- 
ment will not treat them as men } Shall 
they have it to say that in this British col- 
ony they labour in tho above respects under 
greater; disadvantages than they would in 
the neighboring States. No colony under 
the Crown hus received a better class of emi- 
grants than we have, and yet our Government 
has not well enough appreciated them to 
give them fair play. Is it not time that this 
slate of things should cease? Has our Gov- 
ernment not had time enough to see that a 
change of policy is demanded and must take 
place? One would think so, nnd ecc in tho 
necessities ol the new districts, an ample 
field for ihe Government lo make good its 
professions. Every one of the now settle- 
ments should have representation even as fur 
as Cumax, and every pre-emptor who has 
resided on his claim should bo allowed to 
register his vote as qualified to choso mem- 
bers of ihe Assembly

More Representation. 



If we desire the settlement of our agri- 
cultural districts and the development ot 
their resources, we must leave no stone un- 
turned to present its many inducements as 
the nature of the case will permit, lot people 
to make their home there. If they have been 
accustomed in their own laud to have some- 
thing to say in choosing those who legislate 
for the country they must naturally desire to 
exerciso the same privilege in any new home 
they may take up. Mojo than this, 
they cannot be satisfied to live to- 
gether like a number. [of savages with- 
out nny formal organization for adminis- 
tering their local affairs. These rights they 
can have in the United Stales and the more 
advanced British colonies, and why should 
they not be entitled to them here ? There 
they may, even in newly settled dislriets, 
chooso their representatives for their Legis- 
lature, There they will experience no diffi- 
culty in organizing themselves into a muni- 
cipalityjor the purpose of managing the affairs 
of the district | such as making ty- laws lor 
the maintenance of order and good govern- 
ment j levying rates for iho maintenance of 
roads aud bridges, instituting ami supporting 
schools. There they are not treated as chil- 
dren incapable of governing themselves ; but 
as men. Now, what is to prevent the same 
being done hero ! If the enlightened policy 
which has dictated ihe system we have just 
alluded to, has been productive of such good 
results in the internal improvement of the 
countries into which it has been introduced, 
why is it not tried here? Why should it 
not supersede the "let alone" policy thai 
lias hitherto prevailed in the government cf 
tho Colony 1 As order is the very soul of 
business in private life, so it is in the manage- 
ment ot the affairs of a community. If, there- 
fore, the professions made by the Government 
at tho opening of the session mean anything 
more than mere words thrown**out to catch 
the unthiuking, there is here nil opportunity 
for them to redeem many of their misdeeds. 
Let them introduce a simple system of organ- 
ization into tho Colony — one that may be 
applied in every district or settlement con- 
taining a sufficient number of inhabitants, and 
in the next plaeo let every district either be 
nil electoral district in ilself or annexed to an 
electoral dis'riet, so that no man shall have 
it to soy that he deprives himself of the 
privilege of a freeman by taking up hia resi- 
dence in tho now settlement. We under- 
stand that a number of applications have 
bcon made by those having land in some of 
the newly settled districts to be allowed tu 
rfgislor iheir voles. The Sheriff, of course, 
would be obliged lo refuse such an npplica> 
tion from any one claiming outside the dis- 
lriets eslablished by Ihe Representation Act 
of 1851). The most nonheily district but one 
on tho Island, under that Act, onlitletl to vole 
for member of Assembly is that ofChemainus, 
attached to Ihe constituency of Salt .Spring 
Island, and with it returning one member. 
Between Ghe'mainua and the electoral dis- 
tricts of Lake und Suanich, wo have the dis- 
tricts of Comiaken, Somonos, Cowlchan, 
and Shawnigan, containing, it is estimated, 
about one hundred white settlers— u populn 
tion which in nil probability will receive an 
accession of ono-half as many inoro before the 
middle of next summer. 

Now these five districts are entirely un- 
represented in the Houso of Assembly.

LATEST NEWS: 

The steamer Enterprise arrived hero yes- 
taidny tit -1 o'clock in the afternoon, from 
New Westminster. Site left ut 8 in the 
morning, and had a rather ruuyli passage. 

There were about. f<U passengers on board, 
ami S4000 in gold Juit was brought down 
by the Exp teas. 

Mr. Moody, of Douglas, and two or thrco 
gentlemen from Lillooct were the only peii 
suns on board, who were not from New Wes! 
minster. 

No late arrivals had tnlien place from the 
upper country, uhd consequently the news is 
uonnportaut. 

The steamers on the Lukes between 
Douglas and Lillooot had ccatcd running, 
and one of the Lul;ea (Lilluoel) was frozen 
over. Douglas Lake was also purlially covered 
with iee. 

I'hera had been a heuvy fall of snow on 
the Portages, and at Douglas it was two lect 
and ii half deep, and had not censed snowing 
when the parly left. At Port Ponibeiton it 
was very cold, the thermometer standing at 
12 below freezing point. 

Workmen weio busily engaged on the new 
steamers for Sou ton and Lillooct Lakes, and 
considerable progress lias been made with 
them so that tlioir early launching will be a 
matter of certainty. 

Business at Lillooot anil Douglas was par- 
ticularly dull, and until the season opens there 
i? unl much chance ul it assuming its former 
liveliness. 

Lillooet was filled with Chiuamon who 
were driven in by the Cold weather for shel- 
ter. 

The river navigation from Douglas Lake 
to New Westminster was open, but no steam- 
ers plying, nnd Mr. Moody and others had to 
resort to eauoes to get down — rather eoh] 
work at this season ot the year. 

New Westmix-tku. — The community I 
borchttVH had to mourn, within n brief per iod, . , h - 
several very sudden deaths i'i their midst, and ' ' : 
every one of thoso can led oil' were young men 
just entering upon tlio tinid when life is most 
enjoyable and huppy. The first happened on

There 
being no medicul man to apply to, the poor 
fellow did not get tlio wound dressed, and 
when our informant saw it the flesh had a 
shocking appearance, and there was ovety 
likelihood of gangrene supervening. 



Sidewalks. — The sidewalk on Yates street 
has been removed by tlio eon tractor lor the 
now engine house since the excavation ol 
the foundation commenced ; and ever since, it 
has been almost impossible lo get over with- 
out sinking tu the anelea in mud. Tlio City 
Inspector should set; that n remedy is applied 
to such a disgraceful state of things. 

Supreme Court. — The Chief Justice was 
engaged nil ycfterday in bearing the argu- 
ments of the Attorney-General on behall of 
Messrs. Anderson, Thompson & Co., in favor 
ol a receiver being appointed. A counter 
motion on the port of Capl. Stamp for tlio mat- 
ter to bo settled by arbitration is also before 
the Court. 

I'Inoaged. — Wu are informed that Mr. 
Davis, who was formerly n contributor to 
the columns of the defunct Pros, under tlio 
initials of F. F. D., ami who has just recov- 
ered from a dangerous illness, will be en- 
gaged upon the editorial staff uf the ovening 
paper shortly to be published. 

AainvKD at Home, — The Lord Bishop of

from Now Westminster, 
ij on ming for some lime 
lip shortly i litem 
for Ungland on a brief visit. 
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24 years, who was killed by a tree falling on 
his shanty in the ivuods, where he was shingle 
milking, and crushing the poor fellow to 
death. He was a nalivo of Canada, and only 
oomo to llritish Columbia fi-um California 
hut year. 

The next death wo have to record is that 
ol Mr. W. C. Morrison, n young man who had 
been acting as clerk to Attorney General 
Crease for some tune, and who was found 
dead in bis bed on Sunday morning last. 
His death was occasioned by disease of the 
ho.irt ; one of the large arteries having burst 
and discharging the blood into the right 
lung, caused immediate suffocation, De- 
ceased formerly resided in Victoria, where he 
was well known and greatly esteemed. He 
was an (Englishman, The last is that of 
William Kneale, who was accidentally killed 
in Mr. Homer's mill, while putting the band 
upon the huge fly wheel, lie was 29 years 
of age, a Manx man, but I. ad lately been re- 
siding at Ancestor, (not Doncastcr, as stated 
by a contemporary,) Canada West. 

Dr. Stevenson delivered a lecture oa Tues- 
day evening, on temperance, which was well 
received and resulted in fifteen new members 
joining the Association. The Indian Tahak, 
who was convicted at the lute Assizes of mur 
dering John Henry near Fort Simpson, last 
summer, was executed in tlin rear of the 
prison on Tuesday morning. Very lew per- 
sons were present owing lo the fuel not being 
generally known before hand. There, are 
two new lumber mills going up in the vicin- 
ity ol the town, which looks as if that trade 
would soon assume an importance which it 
has been long striving for. These, when 
completed, will make three large mills with 
the most improved machinery in them fur the 
prosecution of the trade. A great increase 
must follow by their means in the shipping of 
the port.

We regret to hear 
that operations in the Douglas pit are at a 
stand-still in consequence of some derange- 
ment of the machinery. Pit No. 3, which 
caved in last week, will soon be in working 
order, all the water having been pumped out 
ul the time the Explorer sailed. On Wed- 
nesday last the following vessels weio in port: 
the harks Scotland (leaded) and Onward ; lb 
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Repairing nir. Strkets — W 
hear that the idea of employing 
men, under the direction of the 
lor, to repair the streets is entertained by the 
City Council. The streets already macadam- 
ised have been very much worn by the con- 
slant traffic they have undergone, besides the 
injury sustained' by the operations of the gas 
company, whose excavations have bnen con- 
ducted under very inefficient superintendence. 
The company have, however, very properly 
resolved to repair the mischief their servants 
have committed, and the roads will be made 
good forthwith. Au additional covering of 
metal will then greatly Improve the highway.

— The squaw, on 
the information of whom a man named John 
Tarllngtoii, uliu> Stuart, was arrested n fow 
days ngo, and for whose attendanoo in sup- 
port of the charge of his robbing her of SHOO 
the prisoner was several times remanded, 
reached the Police Court yesterday morning 
with tlio assistance of a crutch. Thu ue- 
euscd, however, had been set ut liberty the 
previous day on his own recognizance to up-, 
pear In one month's time. 

gprciDB at DoiKIMS, — An Indian woman 
well known to frequenter* ol Douglas, com- 
r.iitted suicide there lately by hanging hurr 
■elf, Bolioving that she had taken small 
pox, and not desiring; lo be a burthen to her 
friends, is assigned as the primary cause of the 
desperate act which terminated Iter exist- 
ence. _

confer a favor on me, aud, perhaps in some mea- 
sure, promote the public weal by devoting a por- 
tion of your space to raattcraand things connected 
with tho Victoria Central .School. 

Urine; under the necessity of dispensing with tiie 
services of my Assistants at the reopening on Mon- 
day last, for reasons hereinafter mentioned, sundry 
inquiries have been made, and considerable interest 
manifested as to " whatin wronn" in the school. [ 
purpose, therefore, in the moat jmblic maunet possi- 
ble, to answer those interrogatories rout in so dointt 
avail myself of the opportunity of entering Into an 
explanation of many things pertaining to the insti- 
tution. 

In August, '61, a mont urgent nod pressing iv.<in f . 
was felt in the community [or an entirely non-sec- 
tarian and cheaper school than any that then cx- 
istcd— and in order to meet that want the Onlral 
School was established. Theiiindaioent.il princi- 
ple laid down at the corntneticorricnt, namely : thai 
uf non-sectarlauium, or tho mauner in which that 
principle has been carried into practice, needs no 
comment, siullicc n to say cn panant, that not 
the sli^hicnt approach has been nmde to anything 
of a sectarian nr denominational character. Noth- 
ing has been, or Is supposed to be known in refer- 
ence to the creed ot either pupils or pareuls ; noth- 
ing that can by any pnssiblo perversion bear a sec- 
tional construction has been, or is admitted, so 
that In the fullest sense of the term the sctiool is 
NoN-SKCTAMAN, 

I shall not trouble your reuders with a descrip- 
tion of ihe Central School building or its play- 
grounds. They are acquainted with them and 
wit! the cost of their erection. They are also well 
aware that no pains or expense has been spared 
in order to make everything pertaining to the 
building commodious, comfortable, and attractive, 
both internally and externally. Such being the 
case, the important question arises as to whether 
the institution lias recu'ved the amount of public 
patronage that such an outlay and such a staff of 
teachers as have lately been employed in it de- 
serves ? Public attention lias already been particu- 
larly dir. clod to educational and public common 
school matters, so that it is unnecessary for inc to 
discuss those questions. I may he allowed to say, 
however, that the Central School was erected and 
has been conducted with a view of supplying, as 
far as possible, the great desideratum of a public 
school. At the time it was established school i*c;« 
were exorbitantly high in the denominational 
schools — the Colonial being then, as now, a mere 
nominal concern supported at the public expense — 
and were immediately reduced nearly fifty pir 
cent. Our own charges were put down to u low 
figure at the commencement, so low, indeed, that 
an attendance of seventy -five scarcely paid $100 
per month over expenses. List summer, In order 
to approach still nearer In what the Central .School 
is in everything but ill name— a public common 
school — another tirst-class teacher was engaged 
and a further reduction made in tho fees, so that 
from July last the pupils have enjoyed the united, 
faithful, and regular labors uf three teachers — ami 
for a time a music master also — for less than three 
dollars n month, or about one dollar per month for 
each teacher, It was surely not unreasonable to 
expect, with the number of children in Victoria of 
school-going age, and with smb. a stair of teachers, 
that the school would at once rim up to 150. Such, 
however, was not the case, nnd the attendance 
varying from 7-5 to 100 and averaging only about 
j}2 BO per month per pupil, barely paid expenses 
alter deducting monthly losses from parlies leaving 
the city and school bills unpaid, and others mho 
could iiot or would not pay up the small pittance 
charged. People, therefore, cannot expect thai 
n attendance of 100 paying pupils at 
that an outlay so heavy can be afford- 
ed for Assistants, When, however, I found that 
only about 50 pupils presented themselves at tho 
beginning of the term, I lud no other al.ernalive 
left but al once to discharge all help, curtail ex- 
i number of I penscs In every possible way, and conduct the 
,■ , business of Ihe school alone and unaided. 

'"; '"spec- | fjut l!,e interrogatory will at once arise as to 
what was the cause of fuch a reduction in point 
uf numbers: Neither myself, or my late col- 
leagues can answer this question any more than 
we can account for the caprieiounnesi of those 
who have seen til to withdraw their patronage 
from the school. The public has been designated 
an " ungrateful monster," nnd truly I think the 
assertion Is correct. Hid 1 all along occupied 
some dingy, uncomfortable, ill-ventilated old bar- 
rack, with seals without backs, and so high that 
the feet of the pupils would dangle in mid air, in- 
stead of the admirably adapted and roomy building 
we arc now in, with its gymnasium and everything 
else to make it agreeable, and kept up the school 
fcos to the point ut which I found them, I should 
have saved myself an amount of trouble, anxiety, 
and difficulty, chiefly of a financial character, that 
will never be known lo any one hut myself, and at 
the prrsent moment have had at least *2,0l)O to my 
credit instead of being Involved in liabilities ex- 
ceeding that amount, for Ihe whole of which 1 am 
paving heavy interest. This is the way that 1 nm 
being rewarded for nil the clt'orls I have pel forth 
and all the pains I have taken to provide thorough 
mental and physical training for the youth of Vi«- 
toria. 'I he inestimable blessing of a "sound mind 
in a sound body," docs not npponr to be appreci- 
ated by the mass ol' the community, and it seemB 
us though parents preferred lo have their children 
superinduce consumption and other pulmonary 
diseases, rather than patronise nn institution where 
due regard is manifested for tho healthy and vigor- 
ous development of their bodies, as well as the 
bostowment of a faithful and eiBoient mental 
training. 

1 hope, Sir, I have by this timo advanced good 
and sufficient reasons lor dispensing with assist- 
ance In tho Central School, and here allow mo to 
say that nothing but Ihe hope that ere long some- 
thing of an educational system will be inaugurated 
and that public common schools will soon be per- 
manently estoblish cd, keeps me in the thankless 
position (if e, teacher, and enables me to bear up 
under such a oompl'M»<i°n of difficulties, Wero 
it not for this hope, much us I love teaching, \ 
should long la o have turned my attention to some 
Other occupation in lifo ut once more satisfactory 
und more remunerative, 

If by writing this communication I succeed in 
intruding pqhlic attention to the subject of Com- 
mon Schools,' and hi «<> doing bring things to n 
trl-'swlth regard to l-llucat mini matters, t nliall 
be doing far g'leuter service to the ^immunity than 
by keeping quiet and paying out all tho proceeds 
of the school for Assistant's salaries. I hope also 
tl)tt the idea which uppeiirs to have gained general 
creilenci--that the. Cen|ni| School has been, und is 
paying, enormously-rwill llow he thoroughly dja, 
nipa'.ed. It is HO unusiiul occurrence, even in this 
enlightened nineteenth century, for individuals to 
undergo a species of martyrdom in their endeav- 
ors lo bring about somo accessary public reform. 
I think you, sir, as well at a iliacerning public, will 
come to the posit Union that my position alnoe as. 
siinilng such heavy responsibilities In trying to 
promote the educational interests of Victoria has 
been anything but a "bed of roses;" If, how- 
ever, it is absolutely necessary that a victim in this 
cauao should bo olfcrcd, the sooner I nm immo- 
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lated'tlie better ; and perhaps the great question" 
of popular education could not be better conserved 
than for some one of my creditors to put a stop to 
the school, and give me a berth in Ihe debtor's 
prison that many a better and more deserving man 
hns eooupied before inc. Thon, perhnpo, people 
will t'rtl the want of a public school, ebmroonca 
in good earnest to agitate the question, and bring 
such un Influence to bear in the proper quarter as 
wil! soon secure such a desirable boon.

Tho Reso nrces of tho Free and Blave 
State3 Contrasted, 



The New York correspondent of the y'um'j 
has extracted from the census returns of 1^00 
a valuable iniisa of Btatisties which show, 
a self-sustaining power in the Southern (states 
for which few, if any, were prepared : 

"If only Ihe exhaustion of either of the 
combatants, and not the intervention of Eu 
rope, is to cud the strife, it is highly impor- 
tant to ascertain mora exactly than by mere 
conjecture the relativo resources of the bel- 
ligerents. The great wraith of the North, 
aided by the command of tho sea. is doubt- 
less sufficient to protract the war for a gene- 
ration, if the Northern people urn of one 
mind. But are not the resources of the 
South, though unaided by foreign commerce, 
or by any greater help than may bu casually 
afforded by a fow successful breaches ol the 
blockade, sufficient to cope with the whole 
power of the North tor as long: a period us 
the patience, of Europe will tolornte. Those 
who ore ill doubt on this subject may 
lind material for calculation in no- 
tables drawn from tho official returns of the 
lust census (l'SOOf di tho United Stales, pre- 
pared at a time when secession and civil war 
were not deemed possible by tho Northern 
mind. They are draw from tho volume re- 
cently published by authority of Congress, 
and exhibit some results for which neither 
the European Governments nor the Federal 
Slates were altogether prepared, nnd 
.show a self-sustaining power in the 
Southern end Sluve Suites which ren- 
ders tho sjlf-coiriplncent boasting of the 
North an unsafe foundation on which to build 
in speculating upon the duration ul the con 
test. The fads of Ihcsa tallies, ad mil led lo 
be authentic by the federal Government, 
show that in the production of lood — even 
before the time when Ihe S unburn Govern- 
ment recommended its people to increasu the 
cultivation of corn, nee und tobacco — tlio 
South was much more nearly on a level with 
the North than nine prisms out ol ten im- 
agined. The South produces relatively more 
horses than the North, and positively more 
pork and Indian corn, both of which are 
largely used in feeding its agricultural labor- 
ers. Weie rice and sugar added lo the food 
items, and the30 with maize and pork, and | 
animals slaughtered for consumption, bal- 
anced against the fond produce of the North, 
it would be found, leaving cotton ami tobacco 
out of the calculation, that the South, with 
a smaller population, is actually lioher than 
ihn North in wealth drawn Irom agriculture ; 
und thai, under such circumstances, its capa- 
bility ol enduring a long war is much larger 
— ipiite irrespective of foreign commerce — 
than Ihe world has been taught lo believe. 
The figures speak for themselves, aud tell a 
story which Mr. Lincoln and the North would 
do well lo study." 

Tiie figures shown fully sustain the conclu- 
sions drawn by the writer o! the above, and 
wo regret our apace will not admit of their 
publication.

Select a piece of light, loam soil, burn ii 
well, rake oil the ashes, and then diy up Ihroo 
inches deep. It should be pulverized fine, 
and all trash raked otT. When ready to sow, 
mix the seed with dry ashes — mix it well — 
ono heaped lablespoonful ol seed lo a milk- 
pan of ashes. Sow that quantity on a bed 
one rod square, and Iraniplo tlio bed alter 
owing.

Sow about the tirsl ol January, ll 
the plants do not fciow last, anil the crouuil 
becomes dry, water should bo sprinkled ou 
the plant bed every evening. 

SKTllNO OUT TUB PLANTS. 

Ti. i-t should commence about the Inst week 
in April, and be finished about the middle ol 
May, if possible, but it will make tobacco if 
pet out as late a.s lire middle of dune. We 
did not finish until the 20th of June, but the 
tobacco was very light. We find that the 
earliest plants make thu best article ol tobac- 
co. The ground should be well cultivated 
before selling out, as there is more likelihood 
of thu plants living. It should be laid id!' 
very shallow, as deep furrows will cause the 
ground to dry out. Wo laid off with a mil 
with pins in it thteo I'cet apart, and that dis- 
tance is enough. We did not water or eovci 
our plants after they weio set out, as we found 
by experiment that water was injurious. 

mlMIKU. 

Priming, or talcing off ihe bottom leaves, is 
the first tiling that has lobe done to tobacco. 
We took off six or eight leaves, being gov- 
erned by the kind of tobacco. We have six 
varieties : Virginia Gold Leaf, Cuba Brittle 
Stem, Havana Hroad Leaf, Havana Short 
Leaf, Maryland Straight, and Ladies' (Jitter, 
all ciyar tobacco, except the Virginia and 
Maryland. 

topping . 

We find for chewing tobacco, that ten 
leaves ure enough to leave on a plant, and 
twelve or fourteen ou eigur tobacco, ut the 
first topping, und two less every time it is 
gone over, !>ay Once a week. In both top- 
ping and snickering, the bud should be taken 
out ns soon as possible, so as to throw all the 
sap into tho leaves that are left on the stalk. 
Ureal care should be taken but to bruise or 
tear ihu leaves, as it injures Ihein. There is a 
way to top tobacco without counting each leaf, 
which is a grent saving of time, and this is 
of some impoi laueo n lieu help has to bu hired 
Tito way is, first ascertain where lire bottom 
of the leaf is , and the ninth leal will be found 
exactly perpendicular above it, and tho next, 
of course, is Ihe tenth. The suckers should 
be kept off close, as, if allowed to grow lo 
a great length, they will injure the plant, 
won ATS. 

The cut worm bothered ns nfler the plant 
got started in the field. They will destroy 
one or more plants if uol killed. The next 
is what is ealied the bud worm, which mukea 
its appearance in tlio top ol the plant. When 
first seen it is very small. The tobacco worm 
made its appearance when the crop was about 
half grown, but did much damage. The 
grasshopper is very fond of tobacco, anil when 
numerous they would damage it, as they are 
very hard to kill. 

IIARVESTINO AND CURIN'Q. 

When ihu tobacco is Ihorougly ripe, pro- 
cure round-pointed nhook-knives, *plit the 

stalk from the top to within lour inches ol 
the bottom leaf, where it should be cut off. 
Let it lie in Ihe field until wilted, so that the 
leaves will not break oil the stalk ; then haul 
it to the barn ou a sled, as it will bruise on a 
wagon. When ut tho barn it should be hung 
as soon as possible on small poles or sticks ; 
those butig on tier poles near together, say 
six inches apart. 

We run ours up to where it now hangs in 
the barn after it was hung on sticks, and lei 
it yellow there. We find that the dry north 
wind will cure tobacco up green, before it 
enn yellow, if exposed to it. Thai is ono 
thing that will prevent yellowing in the field. 
The barn should be very tight so us to pre- 
vent the wind blowing in ut ihe cracks and 
curing tho tobaCOO up green before it has 
timo to yellow. Il will not yellow as quick 
here as in thu Atlantic states. Some havo 
supposed that tobacco could be thoroughly 
cared in this climate without firing, but wo 
find that firing has lo be done lo prevent its 
spoiling when there is a log. Our tobacco 
has not come in ease since it was tired so 
that it cun bo handled ; therefore we cannot 
tell how much one acre will produce. It will 
require one man to about four ueren of ground, 
afld that we lind is as much as he can ultotid 
to and do it justice.
